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The Dean’s Message 


This year has been a vibrant and exciting one in the Faculty of Law. The photographs in this yearbook 
are a testimonial to the many important activities which have taken place, and I welcome the opportunity 
to complement these with a few words. 

The composition of the Faculty has changed markedly in recent years. In the fall, Professors Annalise 
Acorn, Catherine Bell and Elaine Hughes joined us and have already made significant contributions to 
the Faculty. In January, the appointment of Gail Forsythe as the Assistant Dean for Student Services 
brought the administration of the faculty up to complement. Ms. Forsythe, a graduate of our Law School, 
brings significant administrative experience to this position, and her devotion to the improvement in the 
quality of student services has been apparent from the moment of her arrival. 

This year also saw the appointment of David Schneiderman as the new executive director of the Centre 
for Constitutional Studies. Under Mr. Schneiderman’s stewardship, the Centre has emerged as an im- 
portant participant in the process of constitutional analysis. The Centre has published proceedings of 
the conferences held on the Centre’s newsletter, and the first special issue of the Alberta Law Review 
on constitutional issues, were also published this year. In addition to all of this, the Centre hosted a num- 
ber of distinguished visitors and organized a national conference on freedom of speech. 

In January, Professor Robert Franson of the University of British Columbia took up residence as Di- 
rector of ALITA, a two year study of computers and their application to law. Ms. Kate Welsh, who holds 
an LL.B. from the University of Alberta, is working with Professor Franson as a research associate on 
this project. Next year, Professor Franson will offer a course on computers and law in the second term. 

The dynamics of the faculty are not all generated from within, and this year the Faculty of Law was 
host to several distinguished visitors.of international reknown. In.the fall, Dr. Keith Ewing presented 
the Weir Memorial Lecture, delivering a provocative address on the impact of Thatcherism on British 
labour Jaw; In January, Madam Justice Clare L’Heureux Dube spoke to students aiid the ‘‘Friends of 
the Faculty.of.Law’’ about the decision-making process in the Supreme Court-of Canada. In March, 
Professor Mark Tushnett, a leading American constitutional law expert, delivered the McDonald Lecture, 
and later participated in a symposium on legal theory. 

There are many students who have enriched our academic community over the course of the year, 
and while I cannot acknowledge all of the contributions, I would like to mention a few. 

Through the energies of Glenn Solomon and Tom O’Reilly, and the members of the editorial board, 
the Alberta Law Review made great strides, increasing its stature as an important legal journal on the 
Canadian academic scene. Almost all facets of the Law Review’s operation have been re-worked and 
improved. The increased funding which Messrs. Solomon and O’Reilly were able to obtain from the Law 
Society of Alberta will undoubtedly serve to enhance the quality of our Review in the years ahead. 

The Articling Committee, under the leadership of Rebecca Johnston, worked hard on many fronts to 
find placements for our graduates. The Committee also helped to develop a province-wide agreement 
to move the interviewing process and the hiring dates for articling positions to December of second year. 
The Committee continues to work hard to move these dates to the summer of second year. 

_ «The staff of the Canons of Construction have developed changes in the format of their paper, The ed- 
itors want the Canons to emerge as an effective forum for the expression 6f views, both ftom the law 
‘centre and the wider legal community. 

The Womens Law Forum, through the work of Joan Bilsland and the WLF executive, enjoyed a very 
successful year, organizing the mentor program, the alternative careers day seminar and the historical 
seminar in March (which enjoyed:a:record-breaking attendance). 

The Committee for Legal Education Reform also increased its presence within the Law School. Among 
other things CLER initiated a speaker’s program, and participated i in the Long Range Curriculum review 

rocess. 

, This was a year in which several students enjoyed success in the various mooting competitions held 
across Canada. Tom Bulmer placed second in the individual oralists category in the Laskin Moot in Ot- 
tawa. Katherine Arnold and Sandra Weber represented Canada at the American Bar Association Inter- 
national Client Counselling Competition. Perhaps most importantly, the University of Alberta defeated 
the University of Calgary in the Alberta Challenge Cup. 

I would also like to mention a very special event of which many students may not be aware. In October, 
alumni dinners were held in Edmonton and Calgary to mark the end of a successful fund raising cam- 
paign which has made possible the creation of the Wilbur Bowker Visiting Professorship. Angus Mac- 
Donald Q.C., and a group of Dean Bowker’s former students organized this campaign in honour of our 
former dean and current colleague. The professorship will enable the Faculty to attract eminent scholars 

who will visit on a short term basis. 
To conclude, allow me to thank all those who have worked to prepare this yearbook. I hope that it 
will hold lasting and fond memories for you for many years to come.

In tandem with the showing of the true story of Lindy Cham- 
berlain who was wrongfully con icted of killing her baby, we had the ny to hear from Ms. Cham- 
berlain herself. 


Without the LSA’s funding, the t its October issues the past few 
years. Perhaps you think that would have been a good thing. But the leadership of Grant Schorn, 
our student newspaper has tried to take on the important role of providing a forum for communication 
between students at the Law School and the members of the Bar of the Province. You the student body, 
through the LSA, supported that purpose. I bet you didn’t know that. 
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In terms of Student publications, the Law Review is worthy of a note. With a great contribution from 
its chaing smoking co-editor, the Review has had a resurgence of life. The Law Review is important 
to the Academic reputation of the school, and this year’s staff has done much to attract recognition. 
Among the most cherished of these changes in my view was getting rid of the old cover design. 


The Constitutional Law Club and the Women’s Law Forum regularly drew speakers on matters of in- 
terest in the law. And this has been no less true of the Law Students Christian Fellowship, or the Com- 
mittee for Legal Education Reform. Each of these groups was organized around an important socially 
directed goal, and as such represented a valuable contribution to out legal community. They tend to 
show that law students are responsible and concerned with social justice. At the same time, these groups 
received cooperation and encouragement from the Faculty which showed an equal interest in reform of 
the law school atmosphere. 


The Women’s Law Forum played an important role around the law school. Besides the various speakers 
seminars they arranged, they sponsored the mentor/mentee program which tends to make the scholastic 
environment much more human. This group reflected the valuable contribution of women generally in 
the law school toward promoting social justice. They are prompted by a deep sense of injustice against 
women in the system even today. But regardless of their reasons, what is important to me is the result. 
They are committed, as lawyers, to making this society better, and that kind of commitment is sorely 
needed in the law. 


One ought not ignore the important role that the Law Students’ Association has served during our years 
here, especially at this special occasion, so close as it is to our saying goodbye. The Friday Afternoon 
Beer Socials, the Johnny Weir Memorial Library Mini-Golf tournaments, and the Law Games have a 
noble purpose. They encourage students to forge friendships in Law School, which one hopes will last 
throughout our career. True there was a lot of aluminum consumed at those Social events, but the LSA 
also funded many of the other social activities about the law school which did not involve Beer Drinking, 
but rather wine. 


I’m not saying that this hasn’t been a difficult experience, but 10 years from now, that pain will be for- 
gotten (likely because you’ll be experiencing other pain); but the people who’ve enriched our lives will 
be remembered and one hopes that many of the friendships forged here will endure. It’s not only that 
one has shared law school experiences with one’s classmates, but for me at least, the opportunity to en- 
counter people with so many diverse life experiences was enriching. 


I think it’s important to draw attention to the rare fact among professional faculties that our class had 
a spirit of collegiality and of cooperation. Study groups for example, were a way for one to learn to ap- 
preciate the thinking of other students, and usually just how much you didn’t yet know for the exam. 


One also learned some very complimentary things about other people here, and the commitments that 
they had made to get through this. Many sacrificed high marks to allow themselves more time to spend 
with their families. Several worked part time -- at least one even full time -- throughout our three years. 
Others gave up jobs with good salaries -- a big mistake in my opinion, -- but it does show that lawyers 
aren’t just in it for the money. It’s heartening in fact to find that many students have very strong values 
to hice they are committed, and which ones knows they will carry into practice to the credit of the 
profession. 


Not a student here hasn’t experienced a disappointment of some kind from a classmate, a Professor, 
the system, or themselves. Most have managed to shrug these disappointments off with humour. But 
all, I hope, have ignored the bewildering barrage of conflicting case studies and learned to simply stick 
hard and fast to their own beliefs as to what is good. That’s important because the efficacy of our ad- 
versarial system depends on the clash of honestly held beliefs, carefully explained and accounted for. 
(I don’t deny that lawyers should be realistic, but we should never sink into cynicism about the possibility 
of social change for the good.) 


We have at the same time learned much of use to future practice. I, for one, have learned a great deal 
from the courses here, for example, (Long soul searching pause) . . . Well I’ve forgotten exactly what, 
so I guess it couldn’t have been too important but you get my point. To quote Tom Bulmer, ‘‘I feel I’m 
prepared to go out to practice, provided I’m asked to learn everything from scratch in 24 hours and 
to write as fast as I can for three.’’ 


Jamel *‘jake’’ Chadi had a sober attitude to the Law School’s marking system. His motto was ‘‘a six 
is one too many.’’ For my part, I’ve been trying to escape this institution since day one. Administrative 
Law was a great inspiration to me in this regard. I feverishly checked the Law Society Act to see if there 
were some flaw, some technicality, so I could use a prerogative remedy to get myself to the Bar without 
finishing my three years . . . Did anyone else try that? 


Law School is in many ways not unlike the Army; most people hate it for some good reasons; while 
at the same time the experience allows one to forge some strong friendships. For that reason, though 
it is painful to say goodbye to the people you’ve cared for. Friendships begun here will be important 
to draw on through those times in the future when we encounter difficulties or ethical dilemmas. (I myself 
will likely need four lawyers around me at all times.) Fortunately, this graduation event is held in March 
so we have a month left still to soften the pain. The thought of not having to write exams again will 
likely assist in lessening the pain as well. 


Looking ahead, it seems that we are heading for yet another period of unpredictable history in the world 
with dramatic changes in Europe, South Africa, Central America and economic uncertainty everywhere. 
It is encouraging to know therefore that there is graduating from this school a large group of people 
with hope and personal conviction to lead this province and this country through whatever difficulties 
it or any of its citizens may face. 


On the other hand, some of you may content yourselves with a successful private practice, away from 
the political scene. Some will be tax lawyers; others will be into trusts, like Donovan Waters, or Peter 
Petrasuk. 


I’ve found that all of us are sensitive to the delicate reputation of the legal profession these days. No 
doubt most of us have been impressed by the example of our Prime Minister. In the New Testament’s 
Book of Luke, verse 11:52 appears these words: ‘‘Woe unto you lawyers! For you have taken away the 
key of knowledge; you did not enter in yourselves, and those who were entering in, you hindered.” 


To quote a phrase of Tom O’Reilly, ‘“That’s rather harsh!’’ I prefer to think that when this class grad- 
uates, the Law School will have released a group into the profession who will inspire in the public con- 
fidence in the profession’s skill -- and in its commitment to serve the community in good faith. 


I wish to conclude with the source of the University of Alberta’s Latin Motto, Quaecumque vera, from 
Phillipians 4:8: ‘‘Finally brethren, Whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things are honourable, what- 
ever is right, whatever is pure, whatever is lovely, whatever is of good repute, if there is any excellence 
and if anything worthy of praise, think on these.’’
